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REPLY TO THE SPEECH. 
The following paragraph taken from the 
reply to the speech of His honor the licuten 
ant governor shows the stand taken by the 


majority of the assembly the 
question:

It mustbe clear to your honor that this 
assembly can legislate on but few of the 
subjects upon which it is expressly authoriz 
ed by Dominion order in-council without 
the question of finance being involved, This 
is particulary the case in regard to schools, 
If the funds upon which the successful work- 
ing of thismost important ordinance depends 
are entirely beyond our control, it would, 
in our opinion, be better to place the power 
to legislate regarding Northwest schools in 
the hands of those who do control the ne ses- 
sary funds, whether they may be your honor 
alone, or your honor with your advisors, or 
the parliament of Canada. This assem bly 
must protest against its being placed in the 
position of being reponsible to the peox 
the Northwest Territories for proper 
tion regarding schools, and yet be deprived 
ofthe control of the funds whereby alone 
that legislation can be given effect whereby 
alone the school system at present existing 
in the Northwest Territories can be main. 
tained. At the session of 1888, the assem- 
bly, believing that it possessed control of 
the grant in aid of schools, provided that a 
certain proportion of vid from that grant 
should be extended to them. On the streng- 
th of the inducement thus held out, many 
new districts were organized, taxation was 
levied and liabilities were ineurred for the 
erection of school houses whose usefulness
